Among other things 
ihe paper says: "But it is only fair to say that it was not so 
much cine lo the form of government as to Ihe men chosen to 
administer it. Lynn's experience does, however, call atten- 
tion to the fact that reforms in municipal administration are 
not.to be brought about by merely changing the form of gov- 
ernment. The important thing is to place none but honest and 
;capable men in office, after which it is of small moment what 
fbrm of municipal government is in force. Good results can 
Jte accomplished under any of the various plans of municipal 
1 


government by the right kind of men; 
(he wrong kind of men 


in office may be depended on to make n failure of any plan of 
municipal administration." 


These are true statements, and they are quite in line with 


what this paper has said on the same subject on more than one 
occasion. In the last few years there has been much agitation 
concerning (he form of city government and'many'have been 
led to believe thai great improvement could be brought about 
by merely changing the form. The experiment has been tried 
in numerous American cities with varying results, but in no 
case has the improvement been sufficiently pronounced to in- 
djcate that this, that or the other form of cily government is 
superior to any and all others. Cities that have tried the com- 
mission form have fgrind .that (heir (roubles were not invari- 
ably ended by the change. 


- Bui, as the newspaper quoted so well says, it does not 
necessarily follow thai the new forms of government are bad. 
The (rouble, where trouble Iliere has been, was due to the in- 
compefncc or Ihe unreliability of the men in office; and the 
chances are that in nine cases out often the shortcomings were 
due to incompetence rather than lo unreliability. 


And this brings the mailer right home to the voters and 


places the responsibility where it belongs. They are responsi- 
ble for the kind of men that (ill the city oflice's, and the time 
will never come when any form of municipal government will 
produce the desired results with Ihe wrong men in charge. 


The whole question is one of-men rather than the form of 


the city charter. There can be no objection to the amendment 
of a cily charter when amendment is deemed desirable and 
promises to be advantageous, but the idea that merely chang- 
ing Hie form of the government is automatically going to 
clean up a cily cannot be abandoned too soon. Common 
sense leaches (his and experience is proving i l . ' Municipalities 
tha| persist in putting the wrong men in oil ice merely because 
they are "good fellows" and good vote getters will have (o 
pay. 
for theirmistakes, no matter what the form of govern-

The contract for erecting tho houses 
was given to. the National Knglnoer- 
ing company and they are making- a 
wonderful record, and confidently ex- 
pcctxto have .entire village- completed 
by cold weather. 


There arc three sizes of houses, the 


four rooms, flvo and six rooms/In the 
Ilrst named Iho rooms aro all good 
size, or rather a comfortable size and 
based on the needs and usual desire 
of the Worklnginan. There aro slnglo 
and dotiblo 
houses 
but tho double 


houses arc so constructed, wllh their 
separata entrances and Iho flro and 
sound proof walla between them that 
they are far better 
than the usual 


double house idea. Each house has a 
fine cellur, tho

The architects have hnd in mind the 
keeping of each fan.My to Itself, nnd 
havo provided houses so that It will 
not bo |»O3slblc io keep hoarders .nnd 
roomers, thereby doing away will) tho 
greater per cent of family troubles. 


Each of the streets aro forty feet 


wide, wllh a fifteen foot sot back for 
the houses, which will bo mado Into 
a lawn. In the rear each hou.se> will 
lave a piece of ground ol about llfty 
feet deep for their gardens. So that 
tho people may bo better satisfied, the 
Interior decoration of the house, paper 
nnd pnEntlng fa left and each house- 
holder nioy lake his choice of coVurs.
